telephonically advised subject arrested by NYCPD on 5/26/65, 
and charged with possession of a weapon, Subject to 
appear in court 6/1/65, for hearing on charge; however, — 
subject failed to appear and a warrant issued for his 
arrest by NYCPD. Subject not located at place of employment 
and/or residence, after his arrest by NYCPD, - Neighborhood 
investigation to locate subject negative. On 8/9/65, NY T-1 
advised subject and wife recently visited Mrs, MURIEL 
GABEL, Biloxi, Mississippi, and were believed residing at 
home of subject's wife's relative MONTGOMERY CARLETON, 
PO Box 214, Decatur, Mississippi.

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On January 11, 1965, Mr. L.B, HOROWITZ, Minx 
Furs, Incorporated, 140 West 23rd Street, New York, advised 
that PHILLIP E, MORAND has been employed by this company 
for a“perilod of timé-since June, 1964, He is employed 
as a collector of furs from customers and receives approxi- 
mately $90.00 per week as a salary. He noted that the 
subject resides at 236 west 24th Street, New York, New York, 
with his wife, whose name HOROWITZ could not recall, 


HOROWLTZ advised that the subject is employed 
from 8:00 a.m,, until 2:00 p.m., and again from 5:00 p.m.,, 
until 9:00 p.m., each day and these are considered the 
subject's regular working hours, The subject has Sotial 
Security number 15009-6966. . 


HOROWITZ described the subject as age 35 to 38; 
white male, 


HOROWITZ advised that it was his recollection, 
that the subject had, in the past, gone on a "drinking 
yinge", duration of which was approximately one week and 
it was during this time that the subject failed to report 
for work, 


HOROWITZ stated, that. with this exception, the 
subject has maintained a good record at the company and 
HOROWITZ could furnish no information which would reflect 
unfavorably upon the subject's character or loyalty or 
stability. He was unable to furnish any additional infor- 
mation concerning the subject. 


On January 14, 1965, Mr. LEO PEPPEL, President, - 
Minx Furs, Incorporated, 140 West 23rd Street, New York City, 
advised that the subject was a good worker who resides at 
236 West 24th Street, New York City, with his wife, TERRY. 
PEPPEL stated that he believed TERRY to be a former photo- 
grapher who came with her husband, the subject, from Dallas, 
Texas.

No 
information is available concerning PHILLIP EDWARD MORAND 
and the name is unfamiliar to the persons at the Folsom 
firm, TERRY MORAND pays a monthly rent of $120.00 promptly, 
and the records failed to reflect any information of a 
derogatory nature concerning MORAND, 


On January 14, 1965, the records of the Credit Bureau 
of Greater New York furnished for review to Special Agent 
(SA) ALFRED G, ENNULAT, reflected that PHILLIP E, MORAND, 
wife, TERRY, resides at 236 West 24th Street, New York, 
and formerly resided at 118 West 74th Street, New York City. 


The employment listed for MORAND, in these 
records, was the Instaliment Commission Corporation, 140 
West e3rd Street, New York City. The file contains a pencil 
notation ‘of- the address 60 East 79th Street, New York, 
(which may possibly be the business address for MORAND's 
wife, TERRY, ) 


The Credit Bureau records reflect that the 
information contained therein was. obtained during September, 
1964, when an inquiry was made of the Credit Bureau by 
Bond Stores, 380 5th Avenue, New York City. The Credit 
Bureau record contained no additional information concerning 
either the subject or his wife, TERRY, ; 


On June 9, 1965, Detective JAMES LUTTATI, 22nd 
Squad, New York City Police Department (NYCPD), telephoni- 
cally advised that subject had been arrested by the NYCPD - 
on May 26, 1965, and charged with possession of a weapon, 
LUTTATI fuyvther stated that subject was to appear in court 
on June 1, 1965, for a hearing on this charge. Subject

MORAND 
stated to TANNENBAUM that the patrolman called a detective 
who accompanied MORAND to his residence where the revolver 
was seized. MORAND was thereafter arrested by the detective 
and an appearance was to be had in court on June 1, 1965. 
TENNENBAUM stated that he believed MORAND had had some 
difficulty with his wife returning to her family in MississipplL 
TANNENBAUM stated that he has not heard from MORAND since 

the 26th of May and has no information concerning his 


present whereabouts, 


On June 10, 1965, Miss ANNA BONARRIGO, Apartment 
2B, 236 West 24th Street, New York, New York, advised 
that subject's wife TERRY, left the residence presumably 
for the residence of her parents in Mississippi approxi- 
mately three or four weeks ago, BONARRIGO was unable to 
furnish any additional details concerning the subject's wife, 


BONARRIGO stated that on or about May 22, 1965, 
MORAND showed her a gun and stated that he wanted to kill 
someone, She believed the subject at this time had been 
drinking heavily as he had often done in the past. Because 
of his condition, the Police Department of the City of 
New York was called on May 23, 1965. She did not know, 
however, what action, if any, was taken concerning the 
subject at this time, 


BONARRIGO stated that she did not see the subject 
until on or about May 29, 1965, when he returned to the 
residence. His whereabouts during the intervening days 
could not be ascertained. BONARRIGO advised that the 
subject was drunk when he returned to the residence and had 
no money. She stated that theapartment in which he resided 
was littered witha’large quantity of empty beer cans, 
BONARRIGO advised that she again did not see the subject 
until on or about June 2, 1965, when two policemen came to

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the residence in search of him, She stated that he 


was not in the residence at that time and:.has not been 


there in almost three weeks, i 


BONARRIGO could furnish no additional details 
concerning the subject and could not describe the weapon 
which he had in his possession on or about May 22, 1965. 


On June 10, 1965, Mr. RICHARD MONTEVERDE, 
Superintendent, Apartment l-West, 230 West 24th Street, 
New York, New York, dated that he had known the subject 
for sometime and believed that in view of the subject's~ 
heavy drinking, he was taken to the Bellevue Psychiatric 
Ward of Bellevue Hospital located at East 30th Street, and 
Ist Avenue, New York City. He could furnish no additional 
details concerning the subject except to state that the 
subject had been drinking heavily for sometime and had 
no close friends in the neighborhood, :

On June 11, 1965, Detective JAMES LUTTATI, 2end 
Squad, NYCPD, New York, New York, advised that on May 25, 
1965, the subject went to Central Park and advised a patrol- 
man on horseback that he had a loaded pistol at his home. 
The subject had been drinking heavily at this time. 


IUTTATI advised that the subject was thereafter. 
brought to the station house, 22nd Squad, NYCPD, where he 
reiterated the information furnished earlier to the mtrol- 
man, Detective LUTTATI advised that MORAND was taken to 
his residence at 236 West 24th Street, New York, New York, 
where he threatened to kill himself with the. gun which he 
exhibited to the policeman. LUTTATI advised that the weapan 
was takan from the subject along with 34 rounds of ammuni- 
tion which were in a box, LUTTATI described the pistol 
as a .22 calibre short, Model Valor, made in Germany, and 
pearing Serial Number 686379.

LUTTATI advised that the subject was taken to Criminal 
Court on May 26, 1965, released in $500.00 bail, scheduled 
to return to court on June 1, 1965, 


LUTTATI advised that on June 1, 1965, the subject 
did not appear in Criminal Court, Part 1-A, and a warrant

The subject has, in the past, taken alcoholic 
beverages to excess, causing him to act in a manner which 
would reflect a tendency of violence. He has, on at least one 
occasion, threatened his wife with violence should she decide 
to leave him.
